It
is understood that Governor Orr will soon
assemble the Legislature of South Carolina to
gonsider the propriety of calling a convention, |
In Georgia, Alabuma, and Virginia, the I'ro-
wisional Governors will probably take similar
Steps.

In
North Caroling the Union whites and freed- |
men will, on the 27th of this month, hold a
oint Convention in Raleigh to organize a
Jnion party and consider a new Constitution
for the BState, In South Carolina there are
indioations that the freedmen will obtain the
Tights secured them by the law, without the
opposition of the Rebel leaders, and, if we |
may trust recent professions, with their aid, It |
§s true such aid is not needed, and those who
may give it do so regretting that the nagroes
are to vote, and only hoping to get their bal- |
Jots, but that matters little, Then there are
men in the South who, like General Harloy,
ex-Lieutenant-tiovernor of South Carolina, are
sinceraly willing to accept negro suffrage as
an aot of justice, especially if universal tun-
mesty should follow it. We may hope, too,
dhat the number i8 increasing of those who
&inve learned to know not only the might
dut the right of freedom, and whoe hail its
griumphs as their own. It i8 too much to
assume that the negroes ara the only people
in the South who have become more en-
lightened, and liberal, aund just since the
war, Many of the whites have also made
cheering progress, and it is not to be denied
merely becauso so little of itis revealed. It
anust be rememberad that soch improvement
is so unpopular that it i3 no small risk to
acknowledge it,. We rejolue that there are
evidences that the restraint to which they
Bave been zubjected iz being removed, and
ghat such ox-Rebel leaders as General Hamp-
ton can at lenst address the negroes as politi-
onl equals withont being mizunderstood.

Custom House Scizures of Books and
Fapers,

K'rom the Times.

Among the topies discussed in the report of
the Congressional Committes Allalrs at
the Custom House in this city, the Beizore
Burean ocoupied a prominent place—their
pttention having doubtless been called to it
by complaints against its action, which have
been growing more and more nuwerous. In
fhis connaction, the report pays gpecinl atten-
fion to the statute which authorized the
golzure of books and papers, being the seventh
gection of the act of March 3, 1803, which,
ghe Committes say, ‘“‘hns not unfrequently
deen perverted into a medinm and instrument
of lagrant injustice.”’ On this account they
wecommend that it be “repealed or greatly
soodifled.”  Congress acted at omea upon the
guggestion, and the passage of the act of
Barch 2, 1567, has doubtless remedied most,
if not all, of the evils against which the report
was directed.

Now, the seizure of papers has always been
vongidered one of the most delioate and dan-
’ gerous exervises of power. The Committes

romarked apon this, referring to the constitu-
| tional provision guarantecing the security of
the people “in their persons, houses, papers,

| andd eflocts against wnreasonable searches and

sefgures;” and they added that it was clear
that “to cavse storss, drawers, safes, eto., to
be opened and rifled of books, letters, and
papers, ete,, without other judicial inguiry
and determination than i implied in the for-
mal production of an affidavit and the formal
issuance of & warrant,”’ ought to be held un-
rensonable, The report relerred to one in-
gtance in which, under such & procecding, a
will and letters botween & man and his wife
were thus seizged and held, The indignant
Innguage in which the report reprobates such
action, and the state of the law under whioh
anch action conld be taken, cannot be said to be
undesorved,  But the report might have
]'I"illll:li out other abuses, and more v:-.pm'i:l“_\r'
those¢ attending the retention of papors so
goized. That was left entirely to the discre-
tion of the Government oflicials, not to a judi-
cinl diseretion, but to that of the Solicitor of
the Treasury, before whom no judicial pro-
eeedings could be instituted, and from whose
decigion there could be no appeal.

It is patural and proper that when such o
state of things was once brought to the notice
of our law-makers, such dangerous powers
should be at once regulated and brought
within proper bounds,

issue, not to the Colleetor, but to the Mar-
shal, the proper officer of the Court, and it
unnnot issue unless the character of the
frand, the importations in respect to which
it was comnitted, and above all the papers to
b i, are sot forth ||.\' the l'l'Jlll]ll:lHl:HIt.

It is well that thess changes have boen made
in the law. How it has happened that the
courts have not long ago taken hold of the
matter, and determined that the constitutional
provision against “unreasouable seizures™
protected citizens against such proceedings, it
i3 difficnlt to say ; but, indecd, as we happen
to know, the matter had been brought in one
case betore the court «f this district, and
though no conclusion of it hiag as yet heesn
reached, it is donbtless owing to the discns-
siom of that ease that the committess were lod

How such a statute ag that of 1563 could
aver have been I:'l.-<.--'rl, or conld have stood
so long, van only be explained by the history
of the times.

affafrs In the Southern Stated. As Sonth Caro-
lina was formerly the foremost in sooesgioh,
and the boldest advocate of slavery, so now
she leads the van in reconstruction, and is the
first of the Rebol States 1o recognize the equal
righta of the freedmen, The politicinns of
South Carolina were always shrewd, aclive
men; and the speeches of the wlites at this
remarkable meoting show that if thie Rebel-
lion has stripped them of everything olse, it
has not deprived them of pnliti'.:‘al vlu'_irgv :;'114
sagacity. ’
An assemblage of abolitionists in Boston,
presided over by Wendell Phillips, oould not
have claimed mygre for, or conceded more to
the colored man “than did the rulm!m-mativu;
of the South Carollua chivalry, standing in
the onpital of their State, It must have heen
n singular sight to see such men us Wade
Hampton, De Haussure, Colonal Talley, E. J.
Arthur and others telling their '-nm.lf‘-ilmtvri
slaves that “they have the vight of franchise;"
that they are “'politicall, the equals of the
whites;"" that *“the white man and the colored
man of the South have the ssme intorest, the
grme  destiny;’' that “the two races must
yrosper or perish together;” that the whites
cherish “no hostillty towards the colored man
on aeconnt of his altered cironmstances:" anil
vxhorting the blacks, in the exercige of their
new rights and power, “to try thoss of the
community whom they have known—those
who have the same interests”'—and not to
Hexperiment ¢n the sympathiss of strangers®
until they find themselves decelved Ly their
white brethren of the South, >
It is evident that the white citizens of South
Carolina have resolved to accept the situation,
and by a prompt auvd masterly movement
towards immediate reconstruotion nnder the
Sherman act, to seize and hold countrol of the
negro vote before the Republicans have time
to obtain a commanding intfluence over the
freedmen through the machinery to be ope-
rated by Secretary Stanton. If all the exeludad
States shonld adopt 4 similar policy, and puzh
forward the work of revonstraction in the same
spirit and with equal prompiness and vigor,
they might yet maki miusters of
